Iramediatciy thereafter Icommenceda meeting 
in Captain Christman’s settlement, twenty-seven 
miles west of the town of Washington. During 
part of the time of its continuance I was assisted by 
brother Baylor, and at its close it was ascertained 
that during the week when the congregation was 
assembled for divine worship, twenty-two had pro- 
essed conversion, fourteen of whom we received 
and I baptized as members of the Independence 
church. 

On the third Saturday in August, [ was met by 
brother Baylorat the regular inceting of the fount 
Gilead church, situated on Mill Creek, Wa@8hing- 
ton county ; thirty-nine were received by baptism, 
and on the fifth and last day of the meeting, fif- 
teen males besides females, deeply distressed, pub- 
licly requested the prayers of God’s people, but 
brother Baylor and myself were so exhausted that 
we could continue the meeting no longer. The 
good work in that church is still progressing, and 
although constituted but ten months since with 
thirteen members, it is now the largest Baptist 
church in Texas, numbering no less than one hun- 
dred and thirty members, between eighty and 
ninety of whom were added by baptism. 

I promised some seattered Baptists in Milam 
county, to meet and constitute them into a church, 
but owing to the indisposition of my wife was pre- 
vented, nevertheless a large congregation assem- 
bled at the place, some of whom had come from a 
distance of upwards of thirty miles. The brethren 
were unwilling to send the multitudes empty 
away, and assisted by brother Buffington from the 
Washington church, (who has since been ordain- 

ed to the work of the gospel minisiry,) broke to 
them the bread of life. Thanks to the Most 
High, the spiritual food was sanctified to many, 
so that when I visited them in September, and 
constituted them the Providence Baptist church 
of Milam county, they received and I baptized 
twenty-seven hopeful converts ; since that time I 
have visited them and baptized thirteen others. 
‘The church,at itsorganization numbered thirteen ; 
it has been constituted not quite thirteen months, 
and now consists of between sixty and seventy 
members, 

The friends of Texas will perceive the destitu- 
tion of preaching in some parts of this Republic 
from the following facts. One of the individu. | 
als whom I baptized in Milam county, a man aged 
seventy-three informed me that for the last seven 
vears he had in vain desired an opportunity of be- 
ing baptized. His case offirs encouragement wed 
the pioas to be importunate in their supplications 
for their relatives ; his aged companion had ofien 
prayed for him, but during her life time had not 
the consolation of knowing that her prayers were 

answered on his behalf, nevertheless her petitions 
were answered in the conversion of the husband, 
the children, and the children’s children, and it 
was permitted to me to lead down into the water 
the aged man, one of their chillren, and eight of 
the grand children !—Surely the sainted spirit of 
that wife and mother must have hung with rap- 
sure over that baptismal scene ! 

Another is the case of a female whom I bapti- 
zed at the last meeting Lattended at the same 
place. Her father had emigrated between nine 
and ten years since to Texas, and had settled upon 
the Brassos above Little River, where he was kil- 
led by the Indians. ‘The sermon I that day deliv- 
ered was the second she had heard in Texas. To 
hear it, and to offer for membership to the Bap- 
tist church, which last for years she had desired to 
de, she, with her two children, at break of day, 
left the place of their abode to travel on foot four- 
teen miles through a wilderness country. After 
they had saecent eight miles she was so fortu- 
nate as to meet on@of the brethren, who took 
them up and_carried them forward in his wagon 
to the place of worship. 

The town of Washington and the neighborhood 
of Tiger Point, (at which place is situated the 
Mount Gilead chureh,) were formerly more dis- 
tantly removed from moral and religious influen- 
cos than any other partof Washington county. 
Nay, I may say, than any other part of Western 
Texas. 

Several of those whom we hope have experien- 
ced achange from nature to grace but a few 
months since, prefessed to disbelieve in revelation, 
and exagerated their influence in opposition to the 
gospel, some of those very individuals are at pres- 
ent the most zealous in advocating the claims of 
divine truth, and promise to be greatly useful in 
sowing the seeds of piety. 

Among others baptized was a Roman Catholic, 
who had been so strongly indoctrinated in the 
views of the so called Mother church, that some 
six months since, upon the death of his child, he,

Tendency of Error. 
_ The same downward tendencies of Unitarian. 
ism, which have been so unequivocally illustrated 
in this country, show themselves wherever that 
doctrine obtains footing for any considerable time. 
Long ago we were assured that the adoption of 
its dogmas would lead ultimately to philosophical 
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infidelity, to neism, and to atheism ; yet there 
are many whowill never be convinced of the 
unsoundness ¢ any theory till they see it fully 
carried out to js ultimate tendencies. - 

We observe in the Monthly Miscellany,a notice 
of a reprint ofan English work entitled, “Spirit. 
ual C. ; & Thoughts for the Consideration of 
Parents and Teachers,” which has recently been 
issued from a publishing house in this city. The 
reviewer says, “ the principle of education which 
it is meant to enforce is, that the attention of the 
child must be turned inwardly to the “ divine na- 
ture,” the “Christ within itself.” The “ inspi- 
ration” even of the Lord Jesus Christ, (Heaven 
forgive such blasphemy), and the “ genius” of 
any other mind that everdwelt in the flesh, are 
the same thing. So in speaking of the Sermon 
on the Mount, he says, “the inspiration bursts all 
form, and Jesus rises to the highest efforts of genius, 
at its close.” The writer speaks of * Socrates, a 
name that Christians can see coupled with that of 
their Divine Sage.” He says it was faith which

seller in Boston, who probably was not aware of 
the extent to which the writer had carried his 
views, but it is censured by the editor of the Mis- 
cellany.

After the arrival of the Creole at Nassau, the slaves ac- 
knowledged that a Baptist minister at Norfolk named 
Bourne, had advised them with regard to their course, and 
given them directions how to proceed. Mr. Goddard learn. 
ed at Nassau that Bourne had formerly resided there, and 
had absconded, leaving his family. He is an Englishman, 
and about forty years of age. 

Forty of the slaves on the Creole were owned by Fhomas 
McCargo, of Richmond; the balance belonged to Johnson 
& Eperson. Mr. Hewell was the ageat of McCargo, and 
was well known in this city. Three of the slaves were 
killed in the affray, and another died of his wounds after 
his arrival at Nassav. Five more—four females and a boy 
—refused to accept their freedom, and came to this port in 
the Creole. It is worthy of remark that a dog, belonging to 
the captain, fought furivusly against the negroes, and bit 
several of them seriously. He was finally killed. 

That the entire scheme was resolved upon before the 
brig lefi Richmond, is evident from the fact that the negroes 
boasted at Nassau that they expected to encounter the 
brigs Tong Island and Orleans, which sailed from Rich- 


Fort George, at the mouth of Columbia River, where every 
attention was paid them by the Governor and efficers of the 
Hudson Bay Company. 

From Fort George it was believed the Squadron would 
sail for Singapore, and from the 1ce home. 

The above information is trom an officer belonging to 
the Squadron, who remained at Fort George while the ves- 
sels went north, and waited for their return. The latest 
information direct from the Sjuadron left all well.—N. ¥.
